4. Although the combined newly cited art of Cuccia (US Patent 6,295,094) and Lawrence 
(US Patent 5,909,468) disclose encapsulating data in a variable length frame environment 
wherein code-words are utilized along with marker tags representing start of a frame, they fail to 
teach with respect to claim 1,14 and 18, first sync byte value indicating that the code-word is an 
all data code-word and a second sync byte value indicating that the code-word is not an all data 
code-word; and the start of a new flame within a codeword using a start-of-frame marker, 
wherein the start-of-frame marker may be located anywhere within the codeword after the 
synchronization byte. Claims 2, 5-14 and 16-17 depend on claims 1 and 14 respectively, 
therefore, claims 2, 5-14 and 16-17 are allowed as well.
